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THE LASHER INCIDENT. 



A Possible War 



OPINION OF THE GERMAN PRESS- 



Berlin, Feb. 21. — The North German 
Gazette, Hianturk'B orgun, repels the at- 
tacks of opposition newspapers on thu de- 
cree of Biamark relative lo the Laaker re- 
solutions. Ilsaya: "They do not express 
the slightest indignation nt n foreign 
body interfering in the internal affairs ol 
Germany. The request addressed to Bia- 
mark by Minister Sargont waa of such a 
remarkable character that it could only bo 
explained by his ignorence of diplomatic 
uaage. It amounted to nothing lo.sa than 
asking the Emppror to indorse the voto 
of a foreign bodyand hand it to the Reich- 
stag. Biamark 'a duty is .simply to exe- 
cute the command of the Emperor. Bis- 
mark is not in the employ of an inter 
national demociacy, but in that of the 
German Emperor. In the same way that 
the American Congress had attempted to 
cause the glorification of a hue loader of 
secessionists by the Emperor, so could 
any foreign Brogreasial, by socking to 
give a vote of confidence in Uerr Richter 
in a Socialist body, or a similar vote in 
Herr Bebel." 

The National Gazelle says that Bis 
mark's decree is deprived of all sting for 
Congress and the Ameiican people he- 
cause the whole affair is made entirely a 
matter of German internal policy 

The Berliner Togleblatt says. "The re- 
solution of the American Congress winch 
Biamark is unwilling to impart to the 
Reichstag, was long ago convoyed to the 
whole nation through the press. Indeed, 
the publication of the resolution in the 
official organ shows that Biamark himself 
arranged to give the German people what 
he refused to transmit to the Reichstag, 
namely, a demonstration of respect to 
Herr Lasker by the people on the other 
side of the ocean." 

Washing ton, Feb. 21. — Curtin, chair- 
man of the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, called on the Secretary of State 
today to ascertain what he could do about 
the return of the Lasker resolution. He 
says ho learned from the department that 
they had no official information that the 
resolution has been returned. In the first 
place, he says, the resolution was not sent 
to Bismarck, but to our Minister and the 
president of the representative body of 
the German Government. 

"What do you think would he I he effect 
if it should prove true thai the resolution 
has been returned?'' 

"That," he replied, "would depend up 
on the manner in which il was done. I 
do not think Bismarck would word his 
reply in an offensive manner." 

"Do you think, as many prominent 
German-Americans do, that Biamark is 
trying to excite us to war/" 

"That, I think, more than likely. It is 
the most probable theory I have heard." 

"In that event what would this Govern- 
ment do?" 

"What could they do?" was the tiuiok 
retort. "Send a licet over there (ironi- 
cally). It is more than likely if there is 
anything at all in the affair that Biamark 
wantB war." 

Washington, Feb. 21. — Von Eiaen- 
decker, the German Minister, said to a re- 
presentative of the Associated Press to 
day that he had not yet read any official 
notice of the return of the resolutions in 
regard to the death of Herr Lasker. He 
had, however, received dispatches from 
Borlin, published today, and was not 
surprised at their nature, as the state- 
ment made by Prince Biamark was just 
such a one as he supposed would be made. 
Ho believed the explanation to bo en- 
tirely satisfactory as showing thai no 
offence had been given or ill feeling creat- 
ed by the resolution, and he did not think 
Bismarck's action would give rise to a 
feeling of indignation in this country with 
regard to the resolution, :is the action waa 
simply prompted by political views, which 
did not indicate any anger on Bismarck a 
part, and should not cause any ill feeling 
in this country. 

Kloelrir Light in Trains. 

After more than a fortnight's working 
without the slightest hitch of any kind, 
the experiment of the direct lighting of 
one of the District Railway trains he 
tween Kensington and Putney may be 
fairly lookod upon as a distinct success. 
The fitting of the Putney train ia of a 
rather heterogeneous character, being a 
collection of plant procurable without 
special manufacture, the whole consisting 
of a launch boiler, a small Willun's three 
cylinder steam engine, running at ,".00 re- 
volutions, and direct on its own shaft, a 
Siemens' shunt-wound dynamo supplying 
current for 00 Swan 20-candle power in- 
candescent lights . In addition, there are 
two water tanks and a coal box, the whole 
being placed in aaeperate van, and this 
tentative arrangement has this advantage 
— that by the removal of the van to other 
linos more extended trials can be made on 
longer trains, as in the present case only 
30 of of the lamps are employed for the 
actual service <>f the train, the remaining 
20 being kept lighted in the van itself. 
The effect on tho train is very brilliant, 
and Mr. Massoy, the engineer to whom 
tho system ia to he accredited, deserves 
appreciation for his installation, although 
the arrangements are not what are ulti- 
mately proposed — namely, to place a small 
high-speed engine and the dynamo on tho 
tender and take steam from the locomo- 
tive itself, and so dispense with the at- 
tendant now required in the special van.

London Truth: A tory contemporary 
relieves its usual sleepy dullness by an 
outburst of wrath to which it has Ween ex- 
cited by my account of the contents of the 
Queen's new book, which account, by the 
way, will be found to be strictly accurate 
when the work appears, and it will proba- 
bly be in the hands of the publisher at a 
much earlier date than had originally boon 
intended by her majesty. My contempor- 
ary ia particularly enraged becauee 1 Btut- 
ed that the book will be a sort of trib- 
ute to the memory,! of John Brown," 
which is deacribed as "a covert sneer at 
tho Queen" and "a pandering to republi- 
canism." There is not a trait that I ad- 
mire more in the Queen's character than 
her regard for her humble dependants up- 
on her. If this be a "pandering lo repub- 
licanism" then my tory contemporary 
should blame her majesty, not me. My 
contemporary would have done hotter, 
however, to slop here instead of going on 
to print such egregious balderdash as that 
J. B. was "specially recommended to the 
Queen by the Prince Consort on his dying 
bed," etc. It is quite evident tho writer 
knows nothing whatever about either 
John Brown or the Prince Consort "The 
Highlander" was simply an ordinary up- 
per servant when the Prince died who had 
risen from a menial post through tact, 
honesty and intelligence, all of which 
Brown showed in a very marked degree 
to the last day of his life, although, of 
course, he had his failings like every body 
else. He was no more to the Prince Con- 
sort than fifty other persons in the same 
position, and the assertion that his royal 
ilitrhness recommended Brown on his death 
bed (or oven mentioned his name) is a 
preposterous invention. It is no exagger 
ation, moreover, to assort that with all his 
good qualities Prince, Albert waa quita 
incapable of conceiving a real regard for 
ami servant whatever, with the exception 
of Lohloin, Ins valet, who had hotui with 
him since boyhood, and who is still in the 
Queen's service and lives in an excellent 
house in Windsor. To Lohlein even 
Brown gave the pass to the last. Prince 
Albert like most other Germans of 'ex- 
alted rank, looked with great disdain on 
those beneath linn; and it is not easy foi 
any one w ho had any knowledge of Ins 
royal highness to conceive him as being 
happy in any place where the rule of pre- 
cedence was not strictly observed. Heaven 
itaelf would scarcely bo acceptable to the 
German prince if he were to inhabit the 
same region as Ins sometime domestics; 
and 1 apprehend that such personages re- 
gard the assurance, "In my Father's 
house are many mansions," .is a sort of 
guarantee that no such grevioiis huddling 
together of patricians and plebeians is to 
be anticipated. The silly twaddlings of 
my contemporary are not "facts" but tin; 
"fancies" of an imagination distemper- 
ed by a servility grafted on intense ignor- 
ance.

INTERNA TIONA L ( VUETESIES. 

If Arctic research has hail no other 
practical benefit it has at least been a 
source of mutual interest and good feeling 
among the different nations who have en- 
gaged in it. Some twenty-live years ago 
an English vessel called the Resolute, 
which had been abandoned in the icy seas 
while on one of these voyages of discovery 
was discovered derelict and brought to the 
United States by American seamen and 
after being being fitted up by the Ameri- 
can government was returned to Great 
Britain. The American officials who took 
her over were received by the Queen and 
generally treated with much courtesy. 
The British government bearing in mind 
the courtesy of the American government 
mi that occasion have recently returned 
the compliment by stating privately to 
Minister Lowell that they had not for- 
gotten the affair of the Resolute, and^thal 
if the American government (who were 
in want of a suitable vessel for the (live- 
ly relief expedition) considered the Eng- 
lish steam sloop Alert would be of any 
service she would be [(resented to the 
United States. The vessel has, therefore, 
been presented as a gift and acknowledged 
with thanks. Secretary Freliiighuysen,in 
a communication relating to the matter 
accompanying the president's message, 
says that in searching for a steamer for 
(Ireely relief expedition the steamer Alert 
had attracted attention as being well fitted 
for the purpose. This vessel, together with 
the Discovery, was made use of for the 
Arctic expedition of Sir (ieorge Nares and 
party, who sailed in 1875, and suc- 
ceeded in approaching within 487 miles of 
t he coveted North Pole. The Alert is a 
steam sloop of 1,240 tons and .'WO horse- 
power and was on this station about 15 
years ago. 

(.' RE A T BRITAIN A ND EG YPT. 

The garrison of Tokar after holding out 
for several weeks against the rebels 
capitulated on the 21st inst. Osman Dig- 
ina, the rebel general, will probably next 
turn his attention to Suakim, where the 
British have established their depot and 
from which they hope to strike a decisive 
blow at the rebels who appear to swarm 
everywhere, to have an unlimited quan- 
tity of ammunition and the best of arms, 
and to move with the celerity and effect- 
iveness of disciplined troops. (ion. Gor- 
don, who managed to pass through the 
rebel lines, on what it is feared will prove 
a Quixotic errand, even if hislife is spared, 
has gone to interview the El Mahdi or 
false prophet at El Obeid. Of course 
London is greatly moved at the fall of 
Tokar, the strategic importance of which 
was great; but the»result does not surprise 
any one who has watched the halting anil 
vacillating spirit in which Mr. Gladstone 
approached the difficulties. At first he 
declined t'> raise a linger in defence of 
Egyptian interests in the Soudan; and it 
was only after the rebels had crossed 
from their own country into Jsubia and 
bad taken important cities that he con- 
sented to move. This vacillation has been 
the cause of many deaths and the des- 
truction of much property. The resolu- 
tion of Sir Stafford Northcote was nut 
carried ; but the numbers show that the 
liberal power is waning and that the country 
will shortly demand a change of govern- 
ment. What is wanted in Great Britain 
just now is a ministry with a backbone.

PENNSYLVANIA MINE DISASTER. 

FEARFUL CYCLONES IN THE 
SOUTBl AND WEST, 

Buildings Destroyed— People Killed - 
Troos Stripped of Bari: and 
Ohickons ol Feathers. 

Connkllsvili.k, Fa., Feb. 20, —At six 
o'clock this morning one of the most ter- 
rible explosions ever known in this city 
occurred in the West Lusonring shaft, a 
few miles from hero, resulting in a fright- 
ful loss of life. Particulars are so meager 
that nothing is definite is known as to 
what caused the disaster. The latest re- 
port received here at noon wits to the ef- 
fect that some seventy- five persons were 
at work in the mine at the time of the ex- 
plosion; that out of that number twenty- 
nine persons are known to have met their 
death, and that many dead bodies have 
already been taken out. Twelve were 
rescued, several of whom were so badly 
injured that they will die. Every effort 
i3 being made to got at those who are yet 
in the mine, and learn the extent of the 
frightful accident. It is thought that at 
least fifty persons out of the seventy-live 
were killed, or so badly injured that they 
will die. Many had their lives insured 
only last week, as insurance agents have 
recently collected among the mines and 
miners, and a large number availed them- 
selves of the opportunity, among them 
several who were killed. 

Evansville, Ind., Feb. 20 — Reports 
are coming in of great destruction by the 
wind storm yesterday afternoon and 
night. It is unparalleled for years. Hard- 
ly a house is standing in the Hocded dis- 
trict between Owensboro and Mt. Vernon. 
But one loss of life is reported so far. 
Yesterday two destructive cyclones for 
about two hours swept through the cen- 
tral part of the city , leveling many houses 
and doing serious damage to hundreds of 
buildings. 

Charlottf,, X C, Eeb. 20.- Twenty- 
five houses, all in Philadelphia settle- 
ment, were leveled by a cyclone. The 
bodies of three white men and eleven col- 
ored have been rescued. Search is mak- 
ing for others who are believed to be kill 
ed. At Pioneer Mills six houses were 
blown down. 

Wilmington, N. C, Feb. 20.— A spe- 
cial from Rockingham says a cyclone 
struck that village on the outskirts, des- 
troying fifteen houses, killing twenty- 
three persons, and injuring good many 
others. Near Lillingtoli, Farnett county, 
six persons were killed. 

Columbia, S. C, Feb. 20.— Specials 
indicate a storm throughout the State. 
.Many houses were blown down. Chapel's 
Station was swept away and Hot a house 
left. One person was killed and several 
injured. At Uozeman one was killed and 
a number injured. At Patterson three 
persons are reported killed. In the lower 
part of Clarendon fcounty 'two men were 
killed. At Darlington two whites and two 
negroes were killed. Six are known to lie 
killed and fifteen wounded in the county. 

Talladega, Ala., Feb. 20— A destine 
tive cyclone yesterday p issed through the 
suburbs of Cave Springs, Ga. , killing five 
men. The cyclone was about a quarter 
of a mile wide and swept down houses 
and everything in its path. Damages are 
great. 

Later intelligence but adds to the hor- 
ror of the fearful story. Miles of forest 
in Cahaba Valley are leveled by the 
storm. Bodies of strange cows are found 
around Leeds. In many places the ground 
is as clear of stones as if carefully swept. 
Stumps of trees bear the marks of rocks. 
There is absolutely nothing to indicate 
where Dr. Wright's resilience anil out- 
houses stood. 

| LATEH DISPATCHES. | 

Atlanta, (ra, , Feb. 21. — Reliable re- 
ports state that on the line of Cherokee 
and Pickens counties, within a space of 
three miles, twenty two persona were 
killed and forty wounded. 

Macon, Feb. 21 — The cyclone blew 
down the residence of Col. [-lumbers in 
Putnam county, dangerously wounding 
him. Mrs. Radial, who took refuge in 
his house, was instantly killed. Duvis- 
boro, on the Central railroad, is almost 
destroyed. Six stores were blown down, 
also a brick depot. Many employees of 
the railroad wore killed and others dan- 
gerously wounded. 

Wilmington, N. C, Feb. 21.— A Star 
special, giving further particulars of the 
cyclone, says: "The storm came so sud- 
denly that people were unable to escape 
from tiieir houses. Buildings were blown 
into fragments and bodies terribly bruis- 
ed and cut. The force of the wind was 
so great that millstones were moved a 
hundred feet. Chickens and birds were 
found picked clean, and the largest trees 
were uprooted and the smaller ones strip- 
ped of their bark. At midnight the sky 
was a dazzling red . 

Ralekiu, Feb. 21.— The number of 
lives lost in North Carolina by the cy- 
clone is about 50, with an eiiuul number 
wounded. Mucil property was destroy- 
ed.

The reporter was made welcome with 
the off-hand hearty hospitality that seems 
natural with almost all steamboat folks, and 
being seated in another rocking chair — sure 
evidence of a woman's management, the 
talk naturally turned to .Mrs. Miller's un- 
usual lift-. 

"I come of a steamboat family," said 
the lady; "my father was a steamboat man, 
and after 1 married Captain Miller— that 
was seventeen years ago- I of course spent 
much of my time on the river. We had a 
beautiful home at Louisville, and my little 
ones are all there now, but for the past four 
year* I have been living mainly on a boat. 
My husband used to do nothing hut pilot, 
and 1 spent much of my time in the pilot 
house and learned to manage a boat and 
how to navigate certain rivers in spite of 
myself. There is no reason why a woman 
should not know or learn how to manage a 
steamboat as well as a sewing machine." 

"Women often lack confidence in their 
own ability," hazarded the reporter. 

She stared a bit.and then said : "Yes, that 
is n ae. They know w hat to do, but prefer to 
stand by and tell some man how to do it for 
them. Out. as I was saying, I learned to 
handle a boal as well as any man on the 
river, and several years ago 1 bad oeeasion 
lo test my ability. Once my husband fell 
ill with lever and we had a run of half a 
hundred miles to malic, with several land- 
ings, in a very crooked bayou. 1 took the 
boat's wheel and got through Ml right, 
although you would have laughed over the 
amazement of the natives to see a woman 
piloting. Several wars ago we had to go 
j and take ..t) loaded barges from a Ian;, 
, boal stuck ou a sandbar above Cairo. My 
l husband had to leave our boal to remain on 
j the other, which was leaking badly, and so 
j I took the dee);, had the barges made fast 
! to us, tinned the boat round and carried 
her down to Cairo. Captain Cannon said 
then 1 had as good a right to a captain's 
license as any man ou the river." 
I ''What do you do witll yourself all the 
time, Mrs. Millor/" asked the reporter. 
"Well, I manage all the money matters. 
| When we are up in the parishes I buy and 
J load the boat with cotton seed, which 1 
| buy after inspecting samples and bring to 
New Orleans and sell out to merchants, 
j We carry other freight, of course, and J 
buy all the boat's provisions, and pro- 
i visions also to sell to the plantation hands 

up the country. Then I do all the col 
j hailing and banking business. At first 
the merchants thought it odd to see a wo- 
man come in collecting but I have never 
yet been treated with anything but court- 
esy and kindness; and besides they never 
j halloo out tn me to 'call again' as they 
might to a man. " 

"Possessed of your captain's license, 
| what do you mean to duf" 
j "I shall keep on just as 1 am moving, 
except that I shall be oftener on deck and 
I locking after the boat when she landsand 
puts freight oil' and on. I wanud a li- 
cence because I had earned it and wished 
to undertake when necessary the free du- 
ties of a steamboat captain. 

"You must not think my life has 
been eventful. We have never had any 
accidents happen to us since we have 
been on the river and I am nut afraid of 
any. Ours is a thousand mile trip, and I 
sew, read, write to the children, make 
out bills and take the deck when neces- 
sary. Not many boats take our route and 
the people wo meet at landings all know 
me. Many of them call me Captain Alii 
ler already. 

"Do you think steamboating would be 
a good profession for a woman." 

"Certainly not, unless it had come to 
her, not she to it— as in my own case. 
Steamboating was forced on me, and the 
happiest thing it has taught me is that 
whatever a man may learn to do, a wo- 
man may also, provided it is not a tjuos 
tion of muscle. " 

Somebody puked an inquiring head in 
at the door, and asked Mrs Miller if she 
had taken on that circular saw for the 
"wilderness. " 

Mrs. Miller donned her business air and 
the reporter withdrew.

Little beyond what has been already 
detailed concorniliL' this case could bo 
gleaned yesterday. It was stated by soma 
who presumably are cognizant of the 
place whore Thy Kim is secreted, that 
she would be produced to-day at the 
supreme court (where the cane regarding 
her ownership was to have been called) 
but there is considerable reason to doubt 
this. The enemies of Chin maintain that 
he was not married to Thy Kim and that 
it was his intention to keep her a short 
time and then sell her to Chinese over the 
Sound, but these charges seem to bo with- 
out foundation. Two Seattle Chinese 
merchants, Ling Quong and N ee Woh,were 
married privately to two of their country- 
women in this city yesterday, the bride of 
tho former being named Ah Nun ami 
that of tho latter Ah Qtloi. Both the 
ladies wero residents of Victoria and came 
here in the charge of Mrs. Ship Lug 
under whose fostering wing tho now fa- 
mous Thy Run blossomed and bloomed. 
The latter who, in spite of what may be 
assorted to the contrary was legally mar- 
ried to Chin on the 14th inst. by the Rev. 
Mr. Bollard, is supposed to be kept in 
hiding somewhere in the vicinity of tho 
Lion brewory, but Chin apparently thinks 
that his wifo when ho married 
her was tho property of Mrs. 
Lug, and that his act may possibly con- 
stitute a criminal offence, forgetting that 
no matter how much may have been origi- 
nally paid for her, no claim of this descrip- 
tion is ever recognized in this country, ami 
that tin- moment her foot touched British 
soil Thy Kim was free! It is rumored that 
her abductors say she was being neglected, 
or ill-treated by Chin, who has no valid 
claim to her; but their action, which was 
certainly not above board, accords ill with 
the genuineness of the 'statement. The 
driver of the sleigh, the man with the 
white coat and brass buttons, refuses to 
state the destination of bis hirers.

A case of mysterious disappearance has 
recently occupied the attention of the po- 
lice of this city. The person sought for 
is Mrs. William Kail Mitchell of whom 
information is anxiously sought for by 
distracted relatives and friends in Win- 
nipeg, Manitoba, Canada. 

On the 20th of last month Alex. Abell, 
grand secretary of the masonic grand lodge 
of masons of this state, received from 
Winnipeg a dispatch as follows:

Enclosed in this letter was a photograph 
of Mr. and Mrs. Mitchell. This shows 
Mr. Mitchell lo have been a man of 
middle age, of fine physique, who wore 
mustaches and heavy Dundreary whiskers, 
and whose hair was somewhat thin on top 
of tho head. The portrait of Mrs. Mitch- 
ell is that of a woman of forty, of pleas- 
ing features. In the picture she w ears 
her back hair high, curled in front, and 
one long curl dropping in front and over 
the left shoulder. 

Mr. Abell also received a letter, of 
which the following is a copy: 

WiNNii'Ku, Jan. 29th, 1884, 
A. F. Abell — Dear Sir: You will have a 
telegram of this date respecting Mrs. 
William Hall Mitchell (my BiahSr) who 
from a letter (inclosed)dated the 18th and 
posted in San Francisco on the 30th, is 
apparently wandering about in a distract- 
j ed manner and friendless in your city.

The following is a copy of tho letter 
Mr. Hunter received from his sister and 
referred to by him : 

January 1 8. 

Oh, Matty, Matty; My husband is dead, 
and oh' my heart will break; he died by 
his own hand. I had a letter from him 
bidding me farewell and then a telegram 
told me tho last. Oh! will God pardon 
mef Will He will be more merciful and 
kind lo him than man has been? Oh, my 
husband, my husband! No one knows 
he died under an assumed name. I alone 
know the secret. He wished ft) die un- 
known. Oh, had I been with him this 
would not have happened. 1 can never 
forgive myself. 

I cannot believe that God will punish 
him for this, but my sorrow is for his sil - 
fering that drove him to it. 

In a footnoto the brother says: "The 
above letter, written by Mrs. Win. Hall 
Mitchell, about forty years of ago, born in 
Kingston, province of Ontario, C anada, 
maiden name Kachael Lilla Hunter, of 
medium height, dark brown hair, hazel 
eyes, short-aightod. "

rjuirios and researches, but as yet have 
been unable to discover anything that 
throws any light upon the present where- 
abouts ol" Mrs. Mitchell or the locality 
where her husband committed suicide.

Tho remainder 
are trying to march to Suakim. Gen. Gra- 
ham, commander-in-chief, has telegraph- 
ed his arrival at Suakim. Ho states that 
no report of the actuul surrender of Tokar 
has yet been received. Troops were being 



landed at Trinkitat with the utmost ra- 
pidity. 

EUROPE. 
London, Fob. 22. — Commander Good- 
rich loaves tho Thetis, recently purchased 
by America for tho Greeley relief expedi- 
tion, and takes command of the Alert 
sloop of war, which tho English govern- 
ment adds to the expedition. The Thetis 
sails for* America next week. 

Paris, Fob. 22— Tho bondholders of 
the Suez Canal have admitted tho neces- 
sity of the second canal. It is stated that 
Minister Ferry refuses to open diplomatic 
negotiations on the subject because the 
I canal was a purely private work, 
j London, Feb. 22 — Th house of lords 
agreed to Marquis of Salisbury's motion 
' to appoint a commission on the housing of 
the poor. The Prince of Wales addressed 
j the house on t .-.e subject. He said he had 
| been impressed regarding the condition of 
i tho poor and he was gratified that a royal 
' commission had been appointed to . look 
, into tho matter: He took a lively intor- 
| oat in the matter and felt flattered at be- 
ing appointed a member of tho eonimis- 
| sion. The subject was not totally un- 
known to him and none, could say the la- 
I borers on his Norfolk estate were badly 
I housed. The Prince's speech wtts received 
I with cheers. 

London, Feb. 22. — Parnell's amond- 
I ment condemning the government's policy 
in Ireland was debated ill the commons 
this evening. O'Douohuo, liberal, cen- 
sured the Parnellites and accused Patnell 
of having humbugged and gammoned 
Irishmen with promises which were never 
realized. It was by such means, he said, 
the Parnellites had gained power.

A Terrible Case BTcaa Baltimore 
-James ML. McLaughlin (lie 
Victim. 

(Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer.) 

Baltimore, Jan. 1G. — Jaa. K. Mc- 
Laughlin, a former well-known cotrac 
tor and builder, but who for several 
years past has been living a retired lite 
upon his country scat near Govans- 
town, Baltimore County died Wednes- 
day last from hydrophobia. Mr Mc- 
Laughlin was caressing and fondling 
his pet dog of the Spitz species, about, 
twelve weeks ago, when the animal 
seized him by the fleshy part of the hand 
and indicted a painful wound. It was 
with great cifficulty Mr- McLaughlin 
could extricate himself from the dog, as 
the animal continued to hold fast by 
the first grip he had taken. Being ap- 
prehensive of his injuries, Mr. McLaugh- 
lin sought medical advice. After treat- 
ment the arm rapidly healed, and it 
was thought all danger had passed. The 
dog was killed immediately after biting 
him, so that it was not actually known 
whether the animal was in a rabid state 
or not. 

Nothing particular occurred until 
Sunday a week ago. On that day Mr. 
.McLaughlin complained of feeling 
badly, and Dr .) H. Scarff, an emin- 
ent physician of this city, was summon- 
ed.

One English nobleman was heard to say: 
"Why, bless my soul we traveled GOO 
miles on a stretch and never saw a human 
being or a human habitation! What a 
deuced odd country to build a railroad!" 
It is well known that when the noble ex- 
cursionists ai rived at Portland they began 
telegraphing to their agents and brokers 
to sell their Northern Pacific stock. The 
decline of the N. 1'. stocks started at that 
time and kept up until Mr. Yillard land- 
ed on his back and in the hands of his as- 
signees. That dead-head frolic cost about 
§250,000, ami it smashed the Northern 
Pacific enterprise. It is rotated that when 
Villard's train loft St. Paula little paper 
was printed and issued from one of the 
cars every day, giving a few items of news 
and the quotations of the Villard stocks, 
l'eforo the train started home the publi- 
cation of the paper was discontinued, The 
state of the stock market was not encour- 
aging.
